“Tb. hos always been the custom to send 
the sugar crop. of tho tland of Nogros to 
Tioilo, and then up to Manila. This was 
done this year as formerly, and conac- 
ntly Neilo has enjoyed a certain, if 
|, business activity. The gathering 
of Inst’ sugar crop in Negros waa attended 
with many difficulties. - First there was tho 
Jack of Inbour. Et has praviously been the 
custom forlabourers to pass from [vido aver 
to Negros, work on the orop there as ony 
ag they wore wanted, and then return home, 
It was impossible thus to obtain Inbour this 
year.. (wing to the ansetttad conditions 
on both Negros and Punay, the American 
authorities could not aliow natives to pass 
from one island to another, heneo Nogros 
suffered from a shortage of bands, 

‘The recont regulations concerning owner- 
ship of coasting craft, known locally as 
emanating primarily. from 
Washington and enforced to the letter. by 
the American authorities at Iloilo, did 
tuuch to render the moving of the crop 
from. Negrus .to Iloilo stow and diflicult. 
The ruling from Washington stated that 
all coasting craft must be owned by Ameri- 
can cilizens, and be their bonc-fide property. 
Now, Amorican citizens, excepting, of 
course, the army of occupation, who mani- 
festly: cannot become buna-yfide owners of 
two hundred coasting schooners, are very 
scarce about Panay. The three who wero 
available for purposes of straw ownership 
upte the date of this last order specifying 
‘bona-fide property,” had each a good many 
thousand dollars worth of property in their 
namea, and the authoritics know full well 
that this ownership was not levitimate, but 
as thoy made no objection theretorhe letter 
of the law was thus fulfilled without undue 
hardship to owners of consting craft, “But 
when someone in Washington, foresecing a 
possible way ta force soi few natives inte 
swearing Mlegisnes: to the United States, 
and ignorant of the fact that three-quarters 
of the cousting craft out'of Iloilo aro owned 
by foreigners, Englishmen, Germans and 
Chinese, declared such craft should become 
tho legitimate property of Americans, the 
troubles and porplexitics of Noilo merchants 
and shippers. wore multiplied tenfold. 
Natives of’ tho Island. declined to - swear 
allegiance to MeKinloy. in Washington, be- 
cause'the fear that their countrymen wou'd 
Kill thom for treason was much stronzerth n 
their beliof in thy Amoeticans’ ability tu 
protect’ them from. such vengeance. The 
problem was diflicult to sélve, and it was 
finally decided to reeyguizo the straw own- 
ership as horetoforo, but this was not dune 
uotil shipping interests had suffered consi- 
derably..'-- . 

Atiotlier thing which worked against. tho 
production of a good sugar crop from Negros 
was the difficulty of procuring lime. The 
island. of Guimaras, lying between Punay 
and Nogros, contains “much lime, ‘and 
it was the ‘custom of the Negros plan- 
ters to send over there for what they 
needed.
